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The  Annual  Meeting  of  tiie  Corporation,  for  the  election  of  officers 
.and  transaction  of  business,  is  held  on  the  third  Wednesday  of  January. 


The  Board  of  Trustees  holds  its  annual  meeting  on  the  first  Wednesday 
of  February,  and  quarterly  meetings  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  January, 
April,  July,  and  October,  at  5  p.  m.,  at  the  Hospital.  Special  meetings  are 
held  by  direction  of  the  president. 


The  . Ladies’  Aid  Association  holds  its  annual  meeting,  for  the  choice  of 
officers  and  transaction  of  business,  on  the  last  Wednesday  of  January,  at  12  m. 


Monthly  meetings  of  the  Managers  of  the  Ladies’  Aid  Association  are 
held  at  the  Hospital  on  the  last  Wednesday  of  each  mouth,  at  11  a.  m. 


The  Executive  Committee  meet  at  the  Hospital  every  Saturday  at  12  m., 
and  hold  special  meetings  whenever  necessary. 


The  Medical  Board  holds  its  regular  meetings  on  the  last  Wednesday 
evening  of  March,  June,  September,  and  December.

Avenue  and  Albany  Street,  Boston. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  MASSACHU¬ 
SETTS  HOMOEOPATHIC  HOSPITAL. 

For  the  Year  1880. 


In  presenting  their  Annual  Report,  the  Trustees  deem  it  an  appro¬ 
priate  time  to  recall  to  the  members  of  the  Corporation  and  to  the  friends 
of  the  Hospital  the  facts  of  its  early  history,  with  a  brief  notice  of  its 
progress  to  the  present  time. 

The  Massachusetts  Homoeopathic  Hospital  was  incorporated  in  the 
year  1855,  but  it  was  not  until  1871  that  the  small  building  in  Burroughs 
Place  was  occupied,  and  patients  were  received.  In  1872  a  vigorous  effort 
was  made  to  obtain  funds  for  a  permanent  hospital  ’building.  The  sum 
of  $76,000  was  obtained  from  the  proceeds  of  a  successful  fair  held  in 
Boston,  and  a  sufficient  sum  was  secured  from  other  sources.  After 
much  consideration  the  present  building  was  erected  in  the  immediate 
vicinity  of  the  Boston  University  School  of  Medicine.  The  land  upon 
which  it  stands  was  purchased  from  the  city  at  a  cost  of  one  dollar 
a  foot,  amounting  to  $27,750;  the  cost  of  the  building  being  $76,716. 
Unlike  the  Massachusetts  and  the  City  Hospitals,  at  no  time  has  this  Hos¬ 
pital  received  any  assistance  from  either  the  city  or  the  State.  Whatever 
funds  it  has  acquired  have  been  the  gifts  of  benevolent  individuals  ; 
and  as  the  number  of  persons  in  the  community  who  prefer  the  homoeo¬ 
pathic  treatment,  and  who  have  become  convinced  that  it  represents  an 
advance  and  a  reform  in  medical  practice,  has  increased,  the  demands  upon 
the  resources  of  the  institution  have  become  steadily  greater.  No  special 
effort,  however,  has  been  made  since  1872  to  increase  its  revenues.  It 
has  been  supported  in  some  small  measure  by  fees  received  from  paying 
patients,  and  it  has  occasionally  received  greater  or  smaller  donations, 
often  unsolicited.  It  derives  an  income  of  somewhat  less  than  $2,000 
per  annum  from  permanent  investments,  and  its  ordinary  expenditures 
are  somewhat  over  that  sum,  the  difference  being  made  up  by  donations. 

The  Hospital  is  out  of  debt,  and  has  been  managed  with  economy. 
The  average  cost  of  each  patient  per  week  during  the  past  year  was 
$7.00.  At  the  Massachusetts  Hospital,  in  1879,  it  was  $10.54,  and  at  the 
City  Hospital,  in  the  same  year,  it  was  $7.46;  although,  as  both  of  these 
institutions  have  facilities  for  treating  a  much  larger  number  of  patients, 
it  might  be  expected  that  their  expenses  would  be  relatively  less. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  undertake  to  account  at  any  length  for  a  fact  from 
which  any  one  may  draw  the  proper  inference.  That  under  the  homoeo- 


pathic  practice  of  medicine  there  must  necessarily  be  a  large  saving  in 
drugs,  is  matter  of  common  knowledge;  but  it  is,  perhaps,  not  so  well 
understood  that  nothing  tends  so  much  to  insure  a  judicious  administra¬ 
tion  of  an  institution  of  this  character  as  a  careful  and  detailed  supervision. 
In  this  respect  the  Trustees  have  always  been  fortunate,  and  are  at  this 
time  fortunate,  in  finding  among  their  own  number  ladies  and  gentlemen 
who,  acting  as  an  Executive  Committee,  have  been  willing  to  devote 
much  time  to  the  immediate  and  almost  daily  care  of  the  Hospital,  and 
to  whom  the  thanks  of  the  Corporation  are  due  for  disinterested  and 
invaluable  services.  Nor  has  the  careful  economy  that  has  been  practised 
deprived  the  patients  of  any  of  the  comforts  and  luxuries  which  are  usually 
found  in  the  largest  and  best-endowed  hospitals,  for  the  supplying  of  which 
the  Corporation  is  greatly  indebted  to  the  kindly  and  untiring  interest 
shown  by  the  Ladies’  Aid  Association. 

The  Trustees  may  fairly  claim  for  the  Hospital  a  great  measure  of 
success  in  the  treatment  of  patients,  reference  being  had  to  the  experi¬ 
ence  of  other  hospitals.  This  is  true  not  only  of  the  medical  treatment 
furnished,  but  surgical  cases  of  the  greatest  delicacy,  involving  operations 
of  the  most  important  character,  requiring  skill  of  the  highest  order,  and 
a  knowledge  of  the  latest  and  most  approved'methods,  have  been  success¬ 
fully  treated.  The  death-rate  this  year  is  not  quite  seven  per  cent,  and 
the  average  death-rate  since  the  foundation  of  the  Hospital  is  a  little  more 
than  five  per  cent  of  the  cases  treated.  It  will  be  found,  by  examining 
the  published  reports  of  the  two  general  hospitals  in  the  city,  that  the 
death-rate  of  both  of  them  is,  as  a  rule,  considerably  higher  than  that  of 
the  Homoeopathic  Hospital. 

The  time  has  now  come  when,  in  view  of  the  steadily  increasing  demands 
upon  the  institution,  the  Hospital  building  should  be  materially  enlarged. 
A  surgical  ward  is  an  absolutely  necessary  addition,  as  the  number  of 
cases  in  that  department  is  constantly  increasing.  A  lying-in  ward  is  also 
greatly  needed.  It  has  sometimes  happened  that  patients  could  not  be 
received  at  the  Lying-in  Hospital  on  account  of  the  existence  of  contagi¬ 
ous  fever  cases,  and  it  is  therefore  of  public  importance  that  there  should 
be  more  than  one  institution  in  the  city  ready  to  receive  lying-in  patients. 
A  children’s  ward  would  also  be  a  most  desirable  addition,  as  all  who  have 
had  any  experience  in  the  marvellous  adaptation  of  the  homoeopathic 
system  to  the  diseases  of  children  will  readily  acknowledge. 

The  Trustees  have  therefore  issued  an  appeal  for  aid  through  the  press 
and  by  circulars.  The  call  was  first  published  on  the  30th  of  December 
last,  and  the  Trustees  have  already  received  such  assurance  as  justify 
them  in  believing  that  funds  sufficient  for  the  purpose  indicated  in  this 
Report  will  speedily  be  raised.

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  Massachusetts  Homoeopathic  Hospital: 

Your  Executive  Committee  have  held  regular  meetings  at  the  Hospital 
every  Saturday  during  the  year,  and  all  the  members  were  usually  present. 

All  matters  pertaining  to  the  Hospital  have  been  brought  before  them, 
and  received  prompt  attention.  The  bills  and  accounts  have  been  exam¬ 
ined  weekly,  and,  after  approval,  were  immediately  paid. 

The  various  departments  of  the  Hospital  have  been  visited  frequently 
by  members  of  this  Committee,  and  thoroughly  inspected,  and  the  details 
of  hospital  work  have  constantly  been  under  their  close  scrutiny. 

W  e  congratulate  you  upon  the  smoothness  with  which  all  the  depart¬ 
ments  have  been  effectively  carried  on  during  the  past  year,  and  upon  the 
large  number  of  patients  successfully  treated,  which  bears  abundant 
testimony  to  the  ability  and  skill,  the  zealous  care  and  untiring  attentions, 
of  the  physicians  and  surgeons. 

Mrs.  M.  A.  Pratt,  after  nineteen  months  of  active  service  as  matron, 
retired  Nov.  9.  Mrs.  Ella  G.  O’Neill  comes  to  us  to  fill  this  most  impor¬ 
tant  posilion.  Her  extended  experience  in  hospitals  and  in  hospital  work, 
and  the  executive  ability  already  exhibited,  give  us  confidence  in  her  fit¬ 
ness  for  the  position. 

The  nurses,  from  long  experience,  are  well  qualified,  and  have  been 
faithful  in  their  care  of  the  patients  in  their  immediate  charge.  The  other 
emploj^ees  are  efficient  in  their  various  occupations,  and  generally  very 
satisfactory,  the  matron  not  finding  it  necessary  to  make  many  changes. 

The  house  physician,  Dr.  Edward  O.  Eckert,  and  the  house  surgeon, 
Dr.  N.  W.  Emerson,  have  been  constant  in  their  attention,  and  are  to  be 
commended  for  the  able  manner  in  which  they  have  performed  their 
respective  duties. 

Dr.  Sullivan  Whitney  continues  in  charge  of  the  Pharmacy,  and  under 
his  careful  supervision  its  affairs  are  economically  and  satisfactorily 
administered. 

The  Hospital  building  has  been  kept  in  good  condition.  The  sanitary 
arrangements  are  highly  satisfactory.  The  ventilation  is  so  complete  that 
the  purity  of  the  air  in  all  the  wards  has  caused  frequent  expressions  of 
satisfaction  from  friends  and  visitors,  and  we  believe  there  is  no  hospital 
in  the  world  more  cheerful  and  inviting. 

The  Ladies’  Aid  Association  has  continued  its  good  offices  through  the 
year.  It  has  taken  care  of  the  grounds,  purchased  and  repaired  furniture, 
supplied  various  useful  articles  about  the  house,  and  furnished  many 
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delicacies  and  comforts  to  the  patients.  Almost  daily  through  the  year 
some  of  its  visitors  have  come  to  the  Hospital,  and  with  kindly,  encourag 
ing,  sympathetic  words,  have  brought  sunshine  and  cheer  to  those  who 
were  away  from  the  cherished  surroundings  of  home,  and  who,  perhaps ^ 
find  here  in  their  sickness  and  weakness  more  sympathy  and  comfort  than 
ever  before.  The  spiritual  ministrations  thus  rendered  are  often  a  great 
aid  to  recovery,  and  give  to  patients  pleasant  memories  of  their  hospital 
life. 

The  inscription  and  endowment  tablets  authorized  at  your  regular 
meeting  in  January,  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $100,  have  been  completed 
for  the  sum  of  $74.90,  and  placed  conspicuously  in  the  hall  of  the  Hos¬ 
pital. 

The  matron  has  frequently  received  contributions  of  flowers,  fruits,  and 
delicacies;  also  clothing  and  ljnen,  books,  periodicals,  and  newspapers; 
and  these  always-welcome  donations  have  been  duly  recorded  and 
promptly  acknowledged. 

If  the  kind  friends  of  the  Hospital  could  realize  how  grateful  these 
donations  aiways  are  to  the  poor,  sick,  helpless  patients,  we  feel  sure 
more  would  be  interested  to  send  them  in;  and  we  would  urge  them  to 
visit  the  Hospital,  and  know  from  personal  observation  with  what  great 
delight  and  thankfulness  these  little  comforts  from  a  sympathetic  public 
are  received. 

The  only  unpleasant  occurrences  during  the  past  year  were  the  two 
small  fires  in  the  basement  of  the  Hospital  building,  —  the  first  on  Sun¬ 
day,  Aug.  15,  at  3.15  P.  M. ;  the  second  on  Wednesday,  Aug.  18,  at  7.12 
p.  M.  A  most  thorough  and  searching  investigation  was  immediately 
made  by  your  Executive  Committee,  assisted  by  detectives,  and  a  full 
report  presented  to  your  board  at  a  special  meeting  in  August.  We  were 
unable  to  ascertain  the  origin  of  the  fires;  but  circumstantial  evidence 
rested  heavily  upon  one  of  the  employees,  who  was  immediately  dis¬ 
charged. 

The  insurance  companies  were  prompt  in  their  adjustment,  which 
appeared  to  be  quite  sufficient  to  cover  the  actual  damage.  It  now 
became  a  matter  of  necessity  immediately  to  put  in  thorough  repair  the 
entire  basement  of  the  building;  and  as  it  was  necessary  to  cleanse  and 
paint  the  smoked  walls  and  ceilings  in  the  halls  and  adjoining  rooms,  it 
seemed  important  that  the  walls  left  unpainted  when  the  Hospital  was 
built  should  be  completed. 

The  fire  department  reported  the  flow  of  water  insufficient;  also  that 
the  Hospital  required  better  facilities  for  extinguishing  fires;  and  this 
suggested  to  your  Committee  the  necessity  of  some  changes  for  the  more 
complete  safety  of  the  Hospital  and  patients. 

At  the  special  meeting  of  your  board  in  August,  your  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  were  authorized  and  instructed  to  make  all  repairs  and  any 
improvements  which  the  best  interests  of  the  Hospital  demanded. 

We  have  now  to  report  the  work  completed  and  paid  for.  The  entire 
basement,  halls,  and  many  of  the  rooms  have  been  thoroughly  renovated. 


A  large  water-pipe  lias  been  introduced  from  the  street  main,  and  a 
stand-pipe  passes  up  through  the  entire  building,  with  hose  and  every 
appliance  on  each  floor,  ready  for  immediate  use  in  the  event  of  a  fire. 
It  is  our  sincere  hope  that  there  may  be  no  necessity  for  its  use;  but 
with  this  safeguard  and  the  fire-escape  already  attached  to  the  building, 
there  is  every  reasonable  assurance  of  complete  security  to  the  many 
helpless  patients  within  its  walls. 

The  entire  expense  of  repairs  and  improvements,  including  the  tablets, 
was  $1,007.41. 

Of  this  sum  the  stand-pipe  cost  $380,  and  the  insurance  companies  pay 
$318.  We  believe  the  work  to  be  economically  and  well  done. 

The  fire-alarm  box  placed  upon  the  Hospital  building  during  1879,  for 
our  exclusive  use,  has  already  proved  to  be  of  value.  The  number  is  643. 

The  total  amount  of  expenses  for  maintaining  the  Hospital  during  the 
year  18S0  has  been  $9,485.21. 

At  your  meeting  in  January  last,  it  was  voted  that  as  many  free  patients 
from  the  deserving  poor  be  received  as  the  available  funds  of  the  Hos¬ 
pital  will  permit.  This  has  been  done;  and  as  the  number  of  free  patients 
has  been  greater  than  ever  before,  the  expenses  have  been  necessarily 
increased.  There  have  also  been  many  severe  cases  requiring  the  greatest 
care  and  attention,  and  consequently  additional  expense;  and  as  nearly  all 
articles  of  supply  have  materially  advanced  in  price  over  last  year,  it  is 
not  strange  that  the  daily  expenses  of  each  patient  should  be  slightly  in¬ 
creased  ;  the  amount  being  one  dollar  as  against  ninety-seven  cents  last 
year. 

All  necessary  wants  have  been  supplied,  the  food  furnished  has  been 
of  the  best  quality  and  well  prepared;  while  the  convalescents  have 
received  mauv  delicacies  which  their  condition  demanded.  In  all  these 
matters  your  Committee  has  endeavored  to  exercise  a  strict  but  generous 
economy  ;  they  have  given  very  close  scrutiny  to  all  requisitions,  and 
personal  attention  to  many  purchases  of  supplies  at  wholesale  prices, 
and  have  diligently  watched  that  all  moneys  should  be  judiciously  spent.

REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  BOARD. 


The  Hospital  lias  received,  during  the  past  year,  a  larger  number  of 
incurable  cases  than  in  any  previous  year.  Some  of  these  entered  in  the 
last  stages  of  disease,  because  they  could  receive  better  care  and  treat¬ 
ment  in  the  Hospital  than  elsewhere.  Such  cases  have  never  been  re¬ 
fused,  although  in  a  small  hospital  they  largely  add  to  the  ratio  of  mor¬ 
tality. 

The  proportion  of  severe  and  chronic  diseases,  both  medical  and  sur¬ 
gical,  has  been  very  large,  and  at  times  the  wards  have  been  crowded. 
There  is  an  imperative  need  of  a  surgical  wing  especially  arranged  for 
the  convenience  and  better  accommodation  of  this  class  of  patients,  and 
also,  for  obvious  reasons,  to  remove  all  surgical  cases  from  the  medical 
wards.  It  is  hoped  that  a  want  so  serious  will  be  provided  for  during  the 
present  year.  The  Hospital  has  been  obliged  to  refuse  admission  to  all 
obstetric  cases,  and  also  to  many  sick  children,  from  a  lack  of  suitable  ac¬ 
commodation.

FREE  BEDS. 


During  the  first  six  years  of  the  Hospital,  any  person,  by  paying  one 
thousand  dollars  to  the  permanent  fund,  could  secure  the  life  use  of  a  free 
bed.  Eight  such  free  beds  were  established.  But  it  was  found  that  the 
income  from  the  sum  thus  paid  was  only  sufficient  to  sustain  the  bed  a 
few  weeks  in  each  year;  and  though  the  trustees  did  not  fear  any  essen¬ 
tial  loss  to  the  Hospital  from  this  source,  yet  they  thought  it  would  be 
more  satisfactory  to  all  to  make  the  cost  of  the  bed  nearly  sufficient  to 
meet  the  expense  of  it  for  the  time  occupied.  Accordingly,  in  1877,  it 
was  so  arranged  that  any  person  who  pays  one  thousand  dollars  may  have 
the  life  use  of  a  free  bed  three  months  in  each  year;  twenty-five  hundred 
dollars  entitle  the  donor  to  the  life  use  of  the  bed  all  the  time;  and  five 
thousand  dollars  establish  a  permanent  free  bed,  which  may  always  be 
kept  full  by  the  douor,  and  which  the  Hospital  shall  be  bound  to  main¬ 
tain  after  his  decease,  or  it  may  be  given  immediately  to  the  Hospital  for 
its  permanent  use,  under  such  name  as  may  be  designated  and  arranged. 

An  annual  subscription  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  entitles  the 
donor  to  the  use  of  a  free  bed  for  six  mouths  in  the  year.  Temporary 
free  beds  may  be  secured,  to  be  used  at  any  time  within  one  year,  at  the 
regular  Hospital  rates,  to  the  full  amount  of  the  sum  paid.  This  plan 
enables  any  one  to  own  a  free  bed  to  the  full  amount  which  he  may 
contribute  or  obtain,  by  subscription  or  otherwise,  for  the  Hospital.  In 
accordance  with  a  vote  of  the  trustees  that  as  many  free  beds  be  furnished 
at  the  Hospital  expense  as  the  funds  will  permit,  three  free  beds  have 
been  supported  during  the  past  year  from  the  funds  of  the  Hospital.  The

BY-LAWS  OF  THE  CORPORATION. 


Article  1.  The  Corporation  shall  be  composed  of  the  persons  named 
in  the  Act  incorporating  certain  persons  by  the  name  of  the  “  Massachu¬ 
setts  Homoeopathic  Hospital,”  of  such  persons  as  may  be  at  any  legal 
meeting  of  the  Corporation  nominated  and  elected  as  members,  and  also 
of  all  such  persons  as  shall  have  contributed  the  sum  of  $100,  or  upwards, 
at  any  one  time. 

Art.  2.  There  shall  be  a  meeting  of  the  Corporation  on  the  third 
Wednesday  in  January  in  each  year,  to  be  called  the  Annual  Meeting, 
at  which  the  following  officers  shall  be  elected,  viz.:  a  President,  four 
Vice-Presidents,  such  number  of  Trustees  as  the  Corporation  shall  deter¬ 
mine,  not  exceeding  thirty,  a  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer;  to  serve  one 
year  and  till  others  shall  be  chosen  and  qualified  in  their  stead.  Any 
person  elected  to,  and  signifying  his  acceptance  of,  either  of  the  offices 
mentioned  in  this  article,  shall  become  thereby  a  member  of  the  Corpo¬ 
ration  during  the  term  of  office. 

Art.  3.  Notice  of  the  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  given  by  the  Secre¬ 
tary,  in  one  or  more  newspapers  printed  in  Boston,  at  least  fourteen  days, 
and  by  mail  five  days,  previous  to  the  day  of  meeting;  but  said  meeting 
may  be  continued,  from  time  to  time,  until  the  business  thereof  shall  be 
accomplished;  the  Secretary  giving  at  least  one  day’s  notice  of  the  time 
and  place  of  said  adjournment,  in  a  newspaper  printed  in  Boston. 

Art.  4.  The  President,  Vice-Presidents,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer 
shall  bq,  ex  officio ,  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Art.  5.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Corporation 
and  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  if  present,  and  shall  have  power  to  order 
special  meetings  of  the  Corporation  or  Board  of  Trustees  whenever,  in 
his  opinion,  it  may  be  expedient,  the  Secretary  giving  at  least  seven 
days’  notice  of  such  special  meetings  of  the  Corporation  in  one  or  more 
of  the  newspapers  printed  in  Boston,  and  at  least  two  days’  notice  of  such 
special  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  be  sent  by  mail  to  each  of 
the  members. 

In  the  absence  or  incapacity  of  the  President,  or  vacancy  of  the  office, 
one  of  the  Vice-Presidents  shall  perform  the  duties  which  devolve  upon 
the  President. 

Art.  6.  The  Trustees  shall  constitute  a  board  for  the  immediate  man¬ 
agement  of  all  the  property  and  concerns  of  the  institution.  They  shall 
make  such  by-laws,  rules,  and  regulations  to  govern  their  action  as  they 
may  deem  expedient,  not  inconsistent  with  the  charter  and  by-laws  of 
the  Corporation.  They  shall  meet  at  such  times  and  places  as  they  shall 
by  vote  determine,  or  as  the  President  may  direct,  and  all  questions  which 
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come  before  the  board  shall  be  determined  by  a  majority  of  the  Trustees 
present  and  voting  thereon.  They  shall  have  power  to  take  any  measures 
which  they  may  deem  expedient  for  encouraging  subscriptions,  donations, 
and  bequests  to  the  Corporation;  to  petition  the  Legislature  for  any 
additional  grants  or  privileges,  and  for  such  amendments  and  altera¬ 
tions  of  the  several  Acts  relative  to  the  Corporation  as  they  may  think 
advisable;  to  take  charge  of  and  watch  over  the  general  interests  and 
concerns  of  the  institution,  to  enter  into  and  bind  the  Corporation  by 
such  compacts  and  engagements  as  they  may  deem  advantageous;  to 
appoint,  annually  or  otherwise,  all  proper  and  necessary  physicians,  sur¬ 
geons,  officers,  assistants,  and  servants,  for  the  superintendence  and  man¬ 
agement  of  the  respective  departments,  with  such  salaries  and  allowances 
as  they  may,  from  time  to  time,  fix  and  determine;  to  make  such  rules 
and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  said  physicians,  surgeons,  offi¬ 
cers,  attendants,  and  servants,  and  for  the  admission  of  patients,  and  the 
well  ordering  and  conducting  of  the  respective  departments  of  the  insti¬ 
tution,  as  to  them  may  seem  proper  and  expedient.  Provided ,  however, 
that  the  said  by-laws,  rules,  and  regulations  shall  at  all  times  be  subject 
to  be  altered  or  amended  by  the  Corporation  at  their  aunual  meeting,  or 
at  any  legal  meeting  specially  called  for  that  purpose. 

They  shall  cause  a  fair  record  of  all  their  doings  to  be  kept,  which  shall 
be  laid  before  the  Corporation  at  every  meeting  thereof;  and  at  every 
annual  meeting,  they  shall  make  a  written  report  on  the  Treasurer’s  ac¬ 
counts  and  on  the  general  state  of  the  institution,  comprising  an  account 
of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  Corporation,  a  statement  of  the 
numbers  of  patients  admitted  and  discharged  during  the  year  in  each 
department,  and  all  such  other  matters  as  may  be  of  importance  and 
interest  to  the  Corporation;  and  for  this  purpose  they  shall,  at  some  pre¬ 
vious  meeting,  appoint  a  committee  of  the  board. 

Art.  7.  The  Secretary  shall  notif}'  and  attend  all  meetings  of  the  Cor¬ 
poration  and  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  shall  keep  a  distinct  record  of 
the  doings  of  each. 

Art.  8.  The  Treasurer  shall  give  bonds,  with  sureties,  to  the  satisfac¬ 
tion  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  discharge  of 
his  duties.  He  shall  receive  and  have  the  custody  of  all  moneys,  bonds, 
notes,  deeds,  and  other  securities  belonging  to  the  Corporation,  which  he 
shall  keep  and  manage,  uncfer  the  direction  and  control  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  or  their  Committee  of  Finance.  He  shall  pay  no  money  but  by 
order  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  or  of  their  committees,  duly  authorized  by 
the  board  to  draw  on  him  therefor.*  He  shall  render  an  account  of  the 
state  of  his  books  and  of  the  funds  and  property  in  his  custody,  when 


*The  following  vote  was  passed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  on  April  4, 1878:  “  The 
Treasurer  is  authorized  to  invest  moneys  or  property  belonging  to  the  Hospital,  and 
to  sell  or  exchange  any  investments,  only  in  accordance  with  a  vote  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  certified  to  by  the  Secretary;  or  by  written  instruction  signed  by  a  majority 
of  the  Finance  Committee. 
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called  for  by  the  Trustees  or  Corporation;  and  lie  shall  make  up  the  ac¬ 
counts  to  the  last  day  of  December  in  each  year,  which  accounts,  properly 
audited,  shall  be  laid  before  the  Corporation  at  their  annual  meeting. 


RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 

ADMISSION  AND  DISCHARGE  OF  PATIENTS. 

I.  Applications  of  patients  for  admission  may  be  made  to  the  house 
physician  or  house  surgeon  at  the  Hospital  on  any  day  of  the  week,  and, 
when  practicable,  between  11  and  12  o’clock.  The  patient  should  apply 
in  person,  when  able  to  do  so;  otherwise  application  may  be  made  by  a 
friend,  and  the  patient  will  be  visited  by  the  house  physician  or  house 
surgeon,  and  if  admitted  by  the  attending  physician  or  surgeon,  the 
proper  papers  will  be  forwarded  to  the  patient. 

II.  The  patient  on  admission  shall  give  security,  satisfactory  to  the 
Executive  Committee,  for  the  payment  of  expenses  in  the  Hospital. 

III.  In  cases  of  accident  or  of  extreme  emergency,  the  patient  will 
be  admitted  without  delay,  and  provided  for  as  well  as  circumstances  will 
permit. 

IY.  Contagious  disease,  syphilis,  delirium  tremens,  and  also  incurable 
diseases  will  not  be  admitted  to  the  Hospital. 

Y.  No  patient  will  be  allowed  to  remain  longer  than  twelve  weeks, 
except  by  the  special  consent  of  the  Medical  Board. 

YI.  All  patients  will  be  admitted  and  discharged  upon  the  certificate 
of  the  attending  physician  or  surgeon.  He  shall  have  discretionary 
power  in  the  dismission  of  patients,  or  he  may  refer  doubtful  cases  to 
the  Medical  Board. 

Patients  shall  be  discharged  by  the  attending  physician  or  surgeon  at 
any  time  when,  in  his  opinion,  the  interests  of  the  patient  or  of  the 
Hospital  demand  it. 

YII.  Whenever  a  patient  is  removed  from  the  Hospital  without  the 
consent  of  the  attending  physician  or  surgeon,  he  shall  require  from  the 
person  assuming  the  responsibility  of  the  removal  a  written  statement  to 
that  effect. 

YIII.  The  attending  physician  or  surgeon  shall  not  deliver  the  body 
of  any  person  having  died  at  the  Hospital,  without  a  written  receipt  from 
the  parties  taking  the  same. 

IX.  In  case  of  the  decease  of  any  patient,  the  friends  shall  be  ap¬ 
prised  thereof  by  the  matron,  and  the  attending  physician  or  surgeon 
shall  sign  a  certificate  of  death,  and  shall  furnish  the  City  Registrar  with 
a  copy  of  the  same.  He  shall  also  state  the  time  and  cause  of  death,  the 
disposition  made  of  the  body,  whether  delivered  to  friends  or  buried  from 
the  Hospital.  In  the  last  case  he  shall  mention  the  place  of  interment. 
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RULES  FOR  PATIENTS. 

I.  Patients  must  be  in  their  proper  places  in  the  wards  during  the 
daily  medical  and  surgical  visits,  between  11  and  12  A.  M.,  and  always  by 
8  P.  m.,  unless  specially  exempted  by  the  attending  physician  or  surgeon. 

II.  Patients  shall  not  visit  other  wards  without  the  consent  of  the 
matron. 

III.  Those  free  patients  who  are  able  are  expected  to  assist  in  nursing 
and  in  such  other  services  as  may  be  reasonably  required  of  them. 

IY.  No  patient  shall  purchase,  or  cause  any  member  of  the  household 
to  purchase  for  him,  any  article  of  food  whatsoever,  or  any  other  article, 
without  the  consent  of  the  matron. 

Y.  Profane  or  obscene  language,  noisy  or  loud  talking,  and  incivility 
are  prohibited. 

YI.  The  use  of  tobacco,  wine,  and  intoxicating  liquors  is  prohibited 
within  the  Hospital,  unless  prescribed  by  the  physician. 

YII.  Patients  may  be  visited  by  a  clergyman  of  their  own  selection, 
and  the  wish  for  the  performance  of  any  particular  religious  rite  shall  be 
indulged  when  practicable. 

YIII.  The  rules  of  the  Hospital  must  be  implicitly  obeyed  by  the 
patients.  Should  any  patient  wilfully  and  persistently  disregard  these 
rules,  the  friends  will  be  notified  to  take  him  away,  or,  failing  to  do  so, 
he  will  be  discharged. 

IX.  Complaints  for  whatever  cause  may  be  made  to  the  matron  or 
Executive  Committee,  and  when  reasonable,  shall  be  obviated,  or  reported 
by  them  to  the  trustees.  , 

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

When  the  trustees  are  not  in  session  the  Executive  Committee  shall 
have  entire  charge  and  control  of  the  Hospital,  and  execute  all  the  orders 
and  directions  of  the  trustees  in  relation  to  it.  They  shall  regulate  all 
the  supplies  and  purchases  of  the  Hospital,  except  those  pertaining  to  the 
pharmacist;  determine  the  necessary  number  and  the  wages  respectively 
of  all  the  employees  of  the  Hospital;  fix  the  price  per  week  of  the  various 
beds  or  rooms,  and,  whenever  it  is  necessary,  advise  with  and  assist  the 
matron  in  enforcing  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Hospital.  They  shall 
meet  as  often  as  once  a  Week  to  examine  and  consider  the  affairs  of  the 
Hospital  committed  to  them,  and  report  on  all  important  matters  at  the 
regular  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

THE  MEDICAL  BOARD. 

I.  The  Medical  Board  shall  consist  of  the  physicians  and  surgeons 
appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

II.  They  shall  have  full  power  and  control  over  the  medical  and  sur¬ 
gical  treatment  of  all  the  patients  in  the  Hospital. 

III.  They  shall  make  such  rules  and  regulations  as  they  may  deem 
best  for  their  control  and  government,  not  inconsistent  with  the  by-laws, 


ules,  and  regulations  of  the  Hospital  as  established  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees. 

IY.  Any  violation  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Medical  Board 
shall  be  reported  to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 


MATRON. 


I.  The  Hospital  shall  be  under  the  care  of  tlie  matron,  who  shall  live 
in  the  building  and  shall  not  leave  it  except  on  necessary  occasions.  She 
shall  not  be  absent  for  more  than  three  hours  at  any  one  time,  nor  after 
ten  o’clock,  P.  M.,  without  the  leave  of  the  Executive  Committee.  She 
shall  have  the  assistance  of  such  nurses  and  servants  as  the  Executive 
Committee  may  think  proper,  and  shall  hire  and,  when  necessary,  dis¬ 
charge  the  same. 

II.  The  matron  shall  have  the  immediate  superintendence  of  the 
nurses,  servants,  and  all  inmates  of  the  Hospital,  and  shall  enforce  per¬ 
sonal  cleanliness,  neatness,  and  obedience  to  orders  on  their  part.  In 
case  of  any  refusal  to  conform  to  these  rules  and  regulations,  she  shall 
report  the  same  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

III.  The  matron  shall  make  the  entire  round  of  the  Hospital  at  least 
once  a  day,  that  she  may  be  assured  of  the  neatness  and  order  of  each 
department,  and  may  become  acquainted  with  the  patients,  their  neces¬ 
sities  and  wants,  and  see  that  they  have  every  comfort. 

IY.  She  shall  have  charge  and  superintendence  of  all  furniture,  bed¬ 
ding,  linen,  provisions,  table  and  household  supplies,  and  see  that  none 
are  unnecessarily  wasted  or  destroyed.  She  shall  keep  in  a  book,  de¬ 
signed  for  this  purpose,  an  exact  inventory  of  all  goods  belonging  to  and 
in  the  Hospital,  and  also  memoranda  of  breakages  or  losses,  occasioned 
by  the  patients  or  otherwise;  and  is  directed  to  require  payment  for  any 
article  carelessly  injured  or  broken,  and  make  a  report  each  Saturday  to 
the  Executive  Committee. 

Y.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  matron  to  receive  all  visitors,  exercising  dis¬ 
cretion  in  showing  to  all  suitable  persons  the  Hospital  and  such  wards  as 
they  may  desire  to  see. 

YI.  The  matron  shall  assign  rooms  or  beds  to  patients  on  their  en¬ 
trance  according  to  the  price  of  board  agreed  upon,  and  shall  collect 
weekly  the  bills  of  all  those  who  are  not  free  patients. 

YII.  The  matron  is  requested  to  exclude  from  conversation  at  her 
table,  and  in  every  other  place  in  the  Hospital,  all  topics  of  a  personal 
nature  about  any  patient,  such  as  anecdotes  of  patients,  complaints,  etc. 
Any  nurse  or  servant  violating  this  rule  shall  be  discharged. 

YIII.  The  matron  shall  require  punctuality  at  meals  on  the  part  of  all 
connected  with  the  Hospital. 

The  following  are  the  hours  tor  the  meals:  —

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IX.  If  it  be  desired  to  invite  any  guest  to  one  meal,  the  consent  of 
the  matron  shall  be  obtained;  if  to  more  than  one,  the  consent  of  the 
Executive  Committee  is  required. 

X.  The  matron  shall  insist  upon  economy  in  all  departments  of  the 
Hospital. 

XI.  All  supplies  received  by  the  Hospital,  either  by  gift  or  purchase, 
shall  be  entered  in  a  book  called  the  “  Supply  Book,”  which  shall  be  reg¬ 
ularly  laid  before  the  Executive  Committee. 

XII.  A  record  shall  be  kept  by  the  matron  of  every  important  occur¬ 
rence  in  the  Hospital. 

XIII.  Xo  gift  or  remuneration  shall  be  received  by  the  matron,  nurses, 
or  servants,  for  anything  done  or  to  be  done  in  virtue  of  tlieir  situation, 
upon  pain  of  peremptory  dismissal. 

HOUSE  PHYSICIAN  AND  HOUSE  SURGEOX. 

I.  The  house  physician  and  house  surgeon  shall  reside  at  the  Hospital 
and  shall  not  absent  themselves  for  more  than  two  hours  at  any  time  with¬ 
out  the  consent  of  the  attending  physician  or  surgeon,  and  on  no  account 
shall  both  be  absent  from  the  Hospital  at  the  same  time,  unless  it  be  in 
the  attendance  upon  medical  lectures  in  the  adjoining  college,  at  such 
time  as  their  services  may  not  be  required  in  the  Hospital. 

II.  They  shall  accompany  the  attending  physician  and  surgeon  respec¬ 
tively  in  their  daily  visits,  make  a  careful  record  of  the  cases,  the  treat¬ 
ment,  and  the  prescribed  diet,  prepare  the  medicine  as  directed,  and 
deliver  the  same,  together  with  necessary  orders,  to  the  nurses,  directly 
after  the  morning  visit. 

III.  They  shall  also  have  charge  of  the  medical  and  surgical  apparatus, 
and  the  library  of  the  Hospital. 

IV.  They  shall  attend  to  patients  on  their  admission,  and  give  the 
necessary  directions  for  their  comfort  before  they  are  seen  by  their  regu¬ 
lar  medical  attendant;  and  beside  the  morning  visit  with  the  attending 
physician  and  surgeon,  they  shall  make  a  daily  evening  visit  to  each 
patient  between  the  hours  of  seven  and  eight  P.  m.,  and  at  such  other 
times  only  as  they  may  be  requested  to  do  so  by  the  matron  or  nurse. 

Y.  They  shall,  each  in  his  own  department,  see  all  persons  who  apply 
for  admission,  either  for  themselves  or  for  their  friends,  and  shall,  if  prac¬ 
ticable,  visit  or  see  the  patient  before  admission  to  the  Hospital.  They 
shall  make  a  record  of  all  important  facts  in  the  case,  in  books  kept  for 
the  purpose.  If  the  case  is  obviously  unsuitable  for  admission,  under  the 
rules  of  the  Hospital,  they  shall  so  record  it;  if  otherwise,  they  shall  report 
the  case  as  soon  as  possible  to  the  attending  physician  or  surgeon,  and 
obtain  from  him  and  transmit  to  the  patient  the  necessary  papers  for 
admission.  They  shall  conduct  such  correspondence  in  relation  to  the 
admission  of  patients  as  may  be  directed  by  the  attending  physician  or 
surgeon. 
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VI.  All  communications  of  a  personal  nature  made  to  the  house  phy¬ 
sician  or  surgeon  by  a  patient,  or  by  the  attending  physician  or  surgeon 
concerning  a  patient,  shall  be  considered  as  strictly  confidential. 

RULES  FOR  NURSES. 

I.  The  nurses  shall  be  responsible  to  the  house  physician  or  surgeon, 
as  the  case  may  be,  for  the  regular  administration  of  medicines  and  the 
care  of  patients,  in  accordance  with  the  directions  of  the  attending  phy¬ 
sician  or  surgeon,  and  shall  not  give,  or  allow  to  be  given,  to  the  patients 
any  article  of  food  or  drink,  except  such  as  the  physician  or  surgeon  may 
permit. 

II.  When  articles  of  food  are  brought  by  visitors,  the  nurse  will 
receive  and  take  them  to  the  matron,  until  permission  be  given  for  their 
being  eaten. 

III.  The  linen  of  medical  wards  shall  be  changed  twice  weekly;  and 
in  the  surgical  wards  according  to  special  instructions  in  each  case.  In 
the  confinement  wards  at  least  one  clean  sheet  shall  be  given  each  day; 
the  pillow-cases  shall  be  changed  twice  weekly;  the  personal  clothing 
every  two  days,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  attending  physician. 

IV.  The  soiled  clothes  from  confinement  and  surgical  wards  shall  be 
removed  from  the  room  at  once;  no  clothes  soiled  in  washing  patients, 
medical  and  surgical  furniture  or  apparatus,  such  as  bed-pans,  syringes, 
etc.,  shall  be  used  twice,  or  put  in  a  closet  after  use  until  thoroughly 
cleansed. 

V.  Each  morning  nurses  shall  procure  from  the  matron  the  required 
clean  bed  linen  and  towels  for  their  wards,  and  send  the  soiled  linen  to 
the  laundry. 

Vh  The  face  and  hands  of  all  patients  shall  be  bathed  and  their  bed 
linen  changed  before  breakfast,  unless  in  special  cases,  when  instruction 
will  be  given  by  the  attending  physician  or  surgeon. 

VII.  The  patients  in  the  medical  wards,  unless  too  ill,  may  generally 
bathe  themselves;  in  the  surgical  wards  the  bathing  will  be  according  to 
special  instructions  in  each  case;  in  confinement  wards  the  nurses  shall 
bathe  each  patient  once  daily;  when  more  or  less  frequently,  special  in¬ 
structions  will  be  given. 

VIII.  Nurses  are  required  to  be  extremely  careful  at  all  times,  and 
especially  in  bathing  the  patients,  dressing  wounds,  giving  enemas,  etc., 
that  there  be  the  least  possible  exposure  of  the  patient. 

IX.  Nurses  shall  follow  the  visits  of  the  physician  or  surgeon,  and 
shall,  in  all  cases,  hold  themselves  in  readiness  after  the  visit  to  receive 
orders  from  the  house  physician  or  surgeon.  Concerning  everything 
which  may  occur  between  the  visits,  the  nurse  may  consult  either  house 
physician  or  surgeon,  as  the  case  may  be. 

X.  A  strict  watch  of  each  patient  and  of  every  symptom  shall  be  kept 
by  the  nurse,  and  reported  to  the  physician  or  surgeon  at  the  visits,  and 
the  nurse  should  be  able  to  give  exact  information  of  the  quantity  and 
quality  of  all  discharges,  etc. 
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XL  The  nurse  shall  see  that  the  medicine-glasses  of  her  ward  are 
kept  replenished,  fresh  medicine  prepared  daily,  and  the  empty  glasses 
thoroughly  cleansed. 

XII.  The  bed-pans,  syringes,  etc.,  shall  be  cleansed  immediately 
after  use,  and  kept  in  a  designated  place  for  inspection  at  the  morning 
visit  of  the  matron. 

XIII.  Articles  belonging  to  each  ward  shall  be  kept  for  that  ward 
only. 

XIV.  The  nurses  shall  frequently  wash  the  utensils,  as  well  as  their 
own  hands,  with  a  weak  solution  of  some  disinfectant. 

XV.  Nurses  will  see  that  all  is  qtiiet  in  their  wards  during  the  night, 
and  that  the  patients  are  not  wakened  before  six  o’clock,  A.  M.  Between 
the  hours  of  nine  o’clock  P.  m.  and  six  A.  M.,  all  noise,  such  as  the  turning 
on  of  water,  unnecessary  opening  and  shutting  of  doors,  etc.,  shall  be 
completely  avoided. 

Xyi.  The  nurse  in  the  surgical  department  shall  see  that  the  patients 
are  kept  perfectly  quiet  twenty-four  hours  at  least  after  any  important 
surgical  operation,  and  that  no  person  shall  see  them  during  this  time 
without  the  permission  of  the  surgeon. 

Xyil.  No  Visitors  are  allowed  to  patients  in  the  maternity  wards 
until  five  days  after  confinement. 

Xyill.  The  nurses  are  required  to  see  that  visitors  do  not  come  into 
their  wards  without  permission,  nor  remain  longer  than  the  time  re¬ 
scribed. 

XIX.  Each  nurse,  while  on  duty,  shall  wear  a  soft  cotton  dress,  white 
apron,  and  soft  shoes  without  heels.  She  shall  particularly  care  for  her 
personal  cleanliness,  neatness,  and  simplicity  in  attire. 

XX.  Underclothes  should  be  perfectly  plain;  no  elaborately  trimmed 
garments  can  be  sent  to  the  Hospital  laundry,  and  the  number  each  week 
shall  not  exceed  eighteen  pieces  for  each  person. 

XXI.  The  nurses  shall  take  a  half-hour’s  exercise  daily,  in  the  open 
air,  at  such  time  as  the  matron  shall  designate.  When  the  nurse  requires 
to  be  out  a  longer  time,  she  must  obtain  special  permission  from  the 
matron. 

XXII.  It  is  strictly  forbidden  that  nurses  spend  their  time  in  each 
other’s  wards  or  rooms. 

XXIII.  All  lights  are  to  be  put  out  in  the  wards  at  nine  o’clock, 
except  in  special  cases  of  sickness. 

XXiy.  The  nurses  are,  in  a  great  degree,  responsible  in  their  wards 
for  the  happiness  and  comfort  of  their  patients,  and  will,  in  any  difficulty 
or  need,  apply  to  the  attending  physician,  house  physician,  surgeon  or 
matron,  as  the  case  may  be,  in  securing  these. 

XXy.  The  nurses  should  immediately  report  to  the  matron  any  infringe¬ 
ment  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Hospital  by  the  patients. 

XXVI.  The  nurses  are  requested  not  to  waste  gas  or  water,  and  to 
read  over  these  rules  every  week. 
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PHARMACIST. 

The  pharmacist  shall  have  charge  and  make  all  purchases  of  the  medi¬ 
cines,  medical  and  surgical  supplies,  and  instruments  required  in  the 
Hospital,  as  directed  by  the  Medical  Board.  He  shall  make  such  rules  in 
relation  to  the  purchase  of  supplies,  as  he  shall  think  fit,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  regulations  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

JANITOR. 

The  janitor  shall  have  charge  of  and  he  responsible  for  all  the  fires  in 
the  Hospital,  and  shall  keep  the  wards  and  halls  at  a  temperature  of  70° 
or  as  near  thereto  as  possible.  He  shall  also  see  that  the  gas  and  water 
are  properly  regulated,  and  not  wasted  or  unnecessarily  used,  and  that 
the  Hospital  grounds  are  suitably  cared  for. 

He  shall  assist  in  the  moving  and  care  of  the  patients,  and  attend  to 
such  other  matters  about  the  Hospital  as  the  matron  may  require.  He 
shall  not  leave  the  Hospital  grounds  without  the  knowledge  and  consent 
of  the  matron.  He  shall  see  that  all  the  windows  and  doors  are  secured, 
and  the  gas  in  the  halls  turned  off  at  ten  o’clock  p.  M. 


SERVANTS. 

I.  Servants  are  to  rise  at  six  o’clock,  summer  and  winter. 

II.  The  servants  will  receive  their  orders  from  the  matron,  or  some 
one  designated  by  her,  and  will  be  held  accountable  by  the  matron  for 
their  proper  performance. 

III.  The  work  must  be  done  promptly,  and  as  early  as  possible  in  the 
morning. 

IV.  All  employees  must  be  in  their  respective  places  during  their  hours 
of  duty.  The  doors  of  the  Hospital  will  be  closed  at  10  P.  M.,  at  which 
time  all  are  expected  to  be  quiet,  and  those  not  on  duty  in  their  own 
rooms. 

VISITORS. 

I.  Patients  will  be  permitted  to  receive  visits  from  their  friends  on 
Tuesday,  Thursday,  and  Saturday  of  each  week,  from  two  to  four  o’clock 
p.  m.,  and  at  no  other  time  without  a  special  permit  from  the  physician 
or  matron. 

In  all  cases,  however,  the  attending  physician  or  surgeon  may  exercise 
discretionary  powers  as  to  excluding  or  admitting  visitors.  All  visitors 
must  leave  at  the  expiration  of  the  visiting  hours. 

II.  Visitors  will  not  be  permitted  to  take  any  meal  in  the  Hospital,  or 
to  pass  the  night  therein,  without  the  permission  of  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee. 

III.  N”o  visitor  will  he  allowed  to  give  any  article  of  food  or  drink  to 
a  patient,  unless  by  permission  of  the  attending  physician  or  surgeon, 
and  any  articles  sent  to  the  patient  shall  be  left  with  the  matron  or  nurse. 


ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  LADIES’  AID  ASSOCIATION 
OF  THE  MASSACHUSETTS  HOMCEOPATHIC  HOSPITAL. 


The  close  of  the  year  finds  little  change  in  the  Ladies’  Aid  Association. 

Two  of  our  Directors  have  sent  in  their  resignations,  —  Mrs.  George  R. 
Russell  and  Mrs.  David  Hunt,  —  which  were  received  with  regret  by  the 
officers  of  the  board. 

Mrs. IV.  II.  Clapp  and  Mrs.  J.  Felt  Osgood  were  chosen  to  fill  their  places. 

Mrs.  William  Pope  was  requested  to  be  our  Chairman,  in  place  of  Mrs. 
Russell. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Association,  Mrs.  F.  R.  Allen,  asked  to  be  relieved 
of  her  duties  for  the  rest  of  the  year.  Mrs.  Franklin  King  was  appointed 
to  take  her  place  until  she  was  ready  to  resume  the  secretaryship. 

The  Purchasing  Committee,  consisting  of  two  members  of  the  Board, 
of  which  Mrs.  E.  R.  Whitney  is  Chairman,  have  faithfully  performed 
their  duties,  which  at  times  are  arduous.  They  have  in  charge  the 
purchasing  of  articles  needed  for  the  Hospital,  in  the  way  of  furnishings. 
The  fire  caused  much  disarrangement,  but  soon  everything  was  in  its 
accustomed  order. 

The  free  bed  has  been  occupied  all  the  year  by  patients  who  have  been 
recommended  by  different  members  of  the  Association.  Any  lady  who  is 
a  member  of  the  Association  can,  by  applying  to  Mrs.  Ditson,  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  having  the  bed  in  charge,  have  a  sick  person  admitted 
after  getting  a  permit  from  the  physician. 

During  four  summer  months  the  Ladies’  Aid  Association,  at  the  sugges¬ 
tion  of  the  Board  of  Officers,  furnished  carriages  twice  a  week  for  those 
patients  who  were  unable  to  walk  out,  and  provided  ice  cream  for  the 
Sunday  desserts.  These  luxuries  were  gratefully  received  by  the 
patients. 

The  different  visitors  arranged  for  Sunday  services  during  their  respec¬ 
tive  months.  The  patients  who  were  able  to  attend  enjoyed  them,  while 
those  who  were  confined  to  their  wards  listened,  with  pleasure,  to  the 
singing. 

The  office  of  matron  became  vacant  in  the  autumn,  and  Mrs.  O’Neill 
was  appointed  to  fill  the  place.  She  has  already  entered  upon  her  work 
with  good  promise. 

Once  during  the  year  we  have  had  occasion  to  call  on  one  of  our  sub¬ 
stitutes,  who  responded  cheerfully,  and  made  frequent  visits,  which  were 
very  agreeable  to  the  patients. 

The  Secretary  will  be  happy  to  receive  the  names  of  any  ladies  who  will 
visit  as  substitutes  when  occasion  requires. 

Members  of  the  Association  are  urged  to  make  frequent  visits  to  the 
Hospital,  and  see  how  much  is  done  for  the  comfort  and  happiness  of  the 
patients.  They  can  hardly  fail  to  become  interested  in  the  work,  and  in¬ 
clined  to  help  it  forward  by  replenishing  the  funds  in  our  Treasurer’s 
hands.

CONSTITUTION  OF  THU  LADIES’  AID  ASSOCIATION. 


Article  I.  The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  aid  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Homoeopathic  Hospital. 

Article  II.  Ladies  may  become  members  of  this  Association  by  the 
payment  of  $2.00  annually. 

Article  III.  The  officers  shall  consist  of  twelve  Directors,  a  Secre¬ 
tary,  and  a  Treasurer,  who  shall  have  the  control  of  the  affairs  of  the 
Association,  and  shall  submit  a  report  of  their  doings  at  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Association. 

Article  IV.  The  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  perform  the  duties 
usually  pertaining  to  those  offices.  Each  Director  shall  select  some  person 
or  persons,  who  with  herself  shall  be  a  Board  of  Hospital  Visitors  for  the 
month  to  which  she  is  assigned.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of 
Visitors  to  provide,  as  far  as  possible,  for  the  needs  of  the  patients.  The 
number  of  visits  per  week  may  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  monthly 
visitor,  provided  the  visits  be  not  less  than  two  per  week. 

Article  V.  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  for  the  election 
of  officers  and  the  transaction  of  other  business  shall  be  held  on  the  last 
Wednesday  of  January,  immediately  after  the  monthly  meeting. 

Monthly  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Officers  shall  be  held  on  the  last 
Wednesday  of  each  month. 

At  each  regular  meeting  a  report  shall  be  made  by  the  Board  of  Vis¬ 
itors  for  that  month. 

Special  meetings  of  the  Association  and  of  the  Board  of  Officers  shall 
be  held  on  the  call  of  the  Secretary,  at  the  request  of  three  Directors. 

Article  VI.  Should  vacancies  occur  in  the  Board  of  Officers,  they 
may  be  tilled  by  the  Board. 

Article  VII.  The  Constitution  of  this  Association  may  be  altered 
or  amended  at  its  Annual  Meeting.

METHODS  OF  ASSISTING 

THE 

MASSACHUSETTS  HOMOEOPATHIC  HOSPITAL. 


Any  person  can  aid  the  Hospital  by  contributing  in  either  of  the  fol¬ 
lowing  ways:  — 

1.  Donations  of  money  in  any  amount  and  at  any  time,  as  it  is  always 
needed;  also  of  fruit,  flowers,  vegetables,  provisions,  books,  ornaments, 
clothing,  bandages,  old  linen,  and  whatever  is  necessary  or  useful  for  the 
sick. 

2.  Annual  subscriptions,  to  be  paid  at  any  time  during  the  year,  and 
continued  at  the  will  of  the  donor. 

3.  One  hundred  dollars  for  membership. 

4.  One  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  annually  for  a  free  bed,  to  be  used 
six  months  in  the  year. 

5.  One  thousand  dollars  for  a  free  bed,  to  be  used  three  months  each 
year  during  the  donor’s  life. 

6.  Twenty-five  hundred  dollars  for  a  free  bed,  to  be  used  all  the  time, 
if  desired,  during  the  donor’s  life. 

7.  Five  thousand  dollars  for  a  permanent  free  bed,  which  may  be  kept 
always  full. 

8.  Any  sum  of  money  given  or  collected  for  free  beds,  for  which  a 
certificate  is  issued  which  entitles  the  holder  to  a  free  bed  within  one 
year,  to  the  full  amount  of  the  certificate,  at  the  established  Hospital 
rates.  By  this  method  almost  any  person  may  secure  the  control  of  a 
free  bed. 

FOEM  OF  BEQUEST. 

I  give  and  bequeath  to  the  Massachusetts  Homoeopathic  Hospital,  to 
be  paid  by  my  executors  to  the  person  acting  as  treasurer,  the  sum  of 

dollars,  to  be  applied  to  the  charitable  uses  and 
purposes  of  said  Hospital,  under  the  direction  of  its  board  of  officers. 


ADMISSION  OF  PATIENTS. 


All  applications,  either  by  letter  or  otherwise,  for  admis¬ 
sion  to  the  Hospital,  should  be  made  to  the  Attending  Phy 
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sician  or  Surgeon,  who  ivill  ascertain  whether  the  case  is 
suitable,  and  if  so,  will  procure  and  furnish  to  the  patient 
the  necessary  papers  for  admission. 


The  arrangements  for  rooms,  attendance,  etc.,  with  terms 
for  paying  patients,  must  be  made  with  the  Matron,  to  whom 
all  payments  should  be  made. 


In  cases  of  accident  or  of  extreme  emergency ,  the  patient 
will  be  admitted  without  delay,  and  provided  for  as  well 
as  circumstances  will  permit.
